Mass., May 27.— After a long 
Illness, Jacob A. Riis, a u th o r aud so­ 
cial worker, is dead a t his su m m er 
home here. Mrs. Kila and a son were at 
Mr. Riis’s bedside when the end came 
Jacob August Riis became, through his 
work in behalf of the poorer people in 
New York, “the m ost useful citizen'' 
of the metropolis, according to a trib­ 
ute once paid to him by Theodore 
Roosevelt, his intimate friend. 
As an almost penniless im m igrant 
he obtained knowledge of the slums at 
first hand and found conditions there 
so repellant that he consecrated his 
whole life to warfares against wretch­ 
edness.
